EXAMINER' S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr. Gaetano Maccarone (Reg. No. 25,173) on 10/27/2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE SPECIFICATION 
In p. 14, line 3, "Fig. 7" is replaced by --Fig. 6-. 

IN THE CLAIMS 
In claim 7, line 11, "first" is replaced by -second-. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 7-15 are allowable over the prior art of record for at least the reason that even 
though the prior art discloses a plastic lens having a convex and a concave side, the lens either 
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exclusively comprising uniformly thick polymeric layers or the lens having a total non-uniform 
thickness, the prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest a shaped plastic lens convex on one 
side and concave on the other side and without any optical power, and having a first and a 
second uniformly thick thermoplastic layers and a third layer having maximum thickness in the 
central region thereof and diminishing gradually in thickness radially toward the periphery 
thereof, as set forth by the claimed combination. 

Nakagoshi (US 6,650,473, Fig. 1), Dalzell (US 5,571,481, Fig. 9), and Ceppi (US 
3,560,076, Fig. 8) all disclose a plastic concave-convex lens comprising uniformly thick 
thermoplastic layers. Dalzell (US 5,434,707, Fig. 8, lines 27-27, col. 8, 14-24, col. 10) discloses 
a plastic lens comprising a plurality of thermoplastic layers, the lens shaped so that it is thicker in 
the middle and less thick in the periphery. However, in the above lens, all layers are deformed 
together so that they are thicker in the middle, not just the outer layer (as it is the case in the 
claimed invention). It is the in citu polymerization of a polymerizable composition during the 
heating and pressing of the platens together with the lens blank between them that results in just 
the outer layer being non-uniformly thick.
